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A WIDE OPEN TOWN. 



AVe have n wide-open town in our 
midst- Chinatown is wide open. Tin' 
Chinese lotteries mid gambling houses 
arc in full swing. Of the facts there is 
not tin; smallest question. They are 
detailed elsewhere. In three short 
months the wave of reform which de- 
posed Mayor Hay ward and elevated 
Mayor MeCandless lias spent its force. 
We thought at the time that Mayor 
Hayward was most unjustly and unrea- 
sonably opposed upon this ground, and 
we thing so still. A generally diffused 
spasm of civic purification has struck 
the Pacific Northwest. Seattle and Tn- 
eoma have made a very definite effort 
to cure the sore spots in these cities, 
and are apparently meeting with suc- 
cess. It has been, mid is, a most bene- 
ficial movement. A more enlightened 
public opinion has brought people to see 
that, not merely upon grounds of moral- 
ity, but upon the lower grounds of ex- 
pediency, what are known as "wide 
open towns" are detrimental in every 
way to those who live in them. Vic- 
toria shared in this movement, wo are 
glad to say. But the reason why we 
think that the attacks made upon Mr. 
Hayward were cruel, unjust, and unrea- 
sonable, is that that gentleman's face 
was always set towards a high standard 
of civic purity, and lie was always pre- 
pared to, and always did, go as far as 
the public opinion of the city would 
hack him up, in maintaining such a 
standard. But this general stirring of 
the public conscience with which Mr. 
Hayward was quite in sympathy, was 
ingeniously turned into an engine 
against liim for political purposes. A 
very general desire among the people 
for a better state of affairs than had 
prevailed was deliberately prostituted 
for political purposes. * We do not 
think we in any way misrepresent what 
occurred at a well-remembered public 
meeting when we say that in answer 
to the question "Will you enforce the 
laws'/" Mr. Ilayward's answer was, "I 
will, to the best of my ability," and Mr. 
MeCandless' answer was, "I will." Dur- 
ing the campaign the changes were rung 
upon these two statements. It was 
pointed out that Mayor Ilayward's an- 
swer left him a loophole for exculpa- 
tion or excuse, while none was left to 
Mr, MeCandless by his answer. And 
so an old and tried servant wont down 
to defeat under the stigma, little as lie 
deserved it, of being a patron of vice, 
and the present Mayor was elected as 
a champion of purity. Mr. MeCandless 
recognized in his answer no limitations 
as to his power to enforce the law.-., 
therefore he cannot refuse the responsi- 
bility of their not being enforced, if en- 
forced they arc not. If the law is being 
broken, we do not place the responsi- 
bility upon, the Mayor. He has him- 
self placed it upon his own shoulders. 
He owed his election to the fact that he 
invited and accepted the responsibility 
for its enforcement. There was no 
ntlier issue in the campaign. As be- 
tween Mr. Hayward and Mr. MeCand- 
less the issue, as we tried to show at 
the time, was entirely a false one, rais- 
ed for ulterior political motives, but as 
between the pledges of Mr. MeCandless 
during the campaign and his perform- 
ance now, it is a true issue, and one 
not to be evaded. The law is being 
systematically violated in Chinatown, 
all days of the week and all hours of 
1he night and day. It is not at all to 
the credit of the agitators, that having 
used the moral reform sentiment of the 
people of Victoria to obtain a victory 
in municipal politics, they should net 
have continued to use it to procure a 
real and not merely a surface improve- 
ment. We do not i/are a button whoa: 
our words strike. Anybody whose bend 
the cap fits can put it on. We merely 
wish to emphasize the fact that since 
the declaration of the poll on election 
day the moral reform agitation has been 
as dend as a doornail, and that the city 
is rapidly assuming iis old compli xion, j ! 
with added features which many will 
not consider an iniprovi ment. 



wan, public opinion would not have re- 
versed its verdict, although that verdict 
was absolutely unjust. Similarly, Mr. 
Stratton and the Ontario government 
can only lie exculpated by a defence in 
which ii conspiracy can bo shown to 
have existed to defame their honor and 
blacken their reputations. No mere 
failure of the ordinary process of law 
to probe; the matter to the bottom will 
avail them one iotu bofora the bar of 
public opinion. Vet the limitation and 
definition of the scope of the inquiry is 
the fighting ground the Ontario govern- 
ment is taking now. Without the abil- 
ity or impartiality of the Bench being 
questioned in the slightest degree, it is 
very easy to see what that might lend 
to. The judges might be carefully pre- 
vented by the terms of their commis- 
sion' from investigating in directions 
where they were likely to discover any- 
thing. We saw, for instance, in some 
Ontario newspaper, that the steno- 
graphic report of Sullivan's conversa- 
tion with Ganiey, which was secretly 
taken, might bo excluded as evidence. 
What good would that do? If Sullivan 
does not tell the truth in his evidence 
he will certainly be confronted with 
what he said in conversation, and so 
far as the public estimation of the gov- 
ernment is concerned, it would not mut- 
ter very much whether he is so eon- 
fronted in court or in the newspapers. 
A limitation of the scope of the inves- 
tigation, even if it led to a technical 
whitewashing of the members of the 
government, would advantage them but 
little. Yet that is what the Ontario 
government is lighting for with its back 
against the wall. In almost every poli- 
tical scandal that has ever been un- 
earthed, the same light has been made 
for a carefully, restricted inquiry. It is 
made upon fallacious grounds. Com- 
plicity in political wrong-doing goes in 
the last analysis to the court of public 
opinion, so far as its political conse- 
quences are concerned, ami a correct 
judgment by public opinion can only be 
furthered by the fullest and freest pos- 
sible investigation. The attitude of the 
pnrtiz.au press in Ontario shows a la- 
mentable disregard of these very patent 
facts. The Ganiey charges have been 
met by the attempt to discredit Mr. 
Ganiey and Mr. Whitney. What have 
the credit or discredit of either one got 
to do with the substance of the charges. 
Mr. Gamey's reputation can surely take 
care of itself. The way to show that 
he is unworthy lo be believed, is to 
prove that what be has said is falsi-, 
and that the evidence by which he sup- 
ports it has been concocted. One news- 
paper which endeavors to discredit Mr. 
Gaiucy by saying, that he can only con- 
vict the government by convicting him- 
self as a taker of bribes, displays the 
limit of family. Political morality is at 
a low ebb in Ontario when it occurs to 
the Liberal press to light Mr. Ganiey 
by any other means save by proving 
the government to he clear from the 
dishonor of the .-barges he has made 
against it.

TUB ONTARIO GOVERNMENT. 

The independent newspapers of East- 
ern Canada (they are few in number) 
have made up their minds that the On- 
tario government cannot survive the 
charges made by Mr. Gamey. A judg- 
ment has already been passed upon 
.Mr. Stratton, and he has been found 
guilty. Not only so, but his guilt has 
been declared to so prejudice and in- 
volve the other members of the cabi- 
net, that they have been condemned 
la disappear as a government ruling the 
destinies of the province of Ontario. 
This is the verdict of the independent 
press. Possibly it is wrong to prejudge 
such matters. But whether it is wrong 
or not, it is certain that in the case of 
a political crime, everyone begins to 
judge of it the moment any particulars 
arc available, and such a thing as judi- 
cial forbearance is not only unknown 
but impossible. The reason is that it is 
not the criminality of an alleged act 
that is uppermost in people's minds, but 
the political consequences of its com- 
mission and detection. The court to 
which all such offences are carried is 
the court of public opinion, and the 
penalty attached to them is the loss of 
political power and prestige. By public 
opinion the Gamey charges are already 
hold to be substantiated.

That the strike; in the coal mines at 
Ferine has been settled, will cause a 
very definite feeling of relief through- 
out the province. Its consequences 
threatened to be peculiarly disastrous. 
A considerable proportion of the coke 
produced at Fertile is consumed in Brit- 
ish Columbia itself as the necessary 
basis of two great and growing indus- 
tries, copper and lead smelting. The 
trouble bad already resulted in a ser- 
ious diminution of the output of out- 
copper mines, and bad it gone on much 
longer, would have made it difficult, if 
not impossible, for any smelters in the 
interior to keep in blast. It was also 
placing a tax upon the carrying capacity 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway at a 
time when its car facilities are all too 
small to handle the growing trade in 
lumber to the .Northwest Territories. 
Altogether, it promised to dislocate the 
business of a large section of the in- 
terior of British Columbia at the very 
moment when prospects are growing 
brighter every day. The committee of 
the Milling Association sent to Fernle 
has evidently done the country good 
service in bringing the management of 
the mines ami tin.- miners together, in 
smoothing awav unessential differences, 
and limiting the operation of prejudice 
in keeping tie- two parties to the dis- 
pute apart. But littli' news has reached 
us from I-'ernie. Of what has actually 
transpired there we know almost itolh- 
Bul it appears that a moderating 
illlblence lo which all credit should be 
given, has also been exercised by the 
higher union ollieials, who suppressed [ 
and discountenanced the flickering indi- 
cations of disorder so as to cause lliein 
promptly to disappear. When the man- 
agement of a mine, committees of the 
strikers, ollieials of the union, anil a 
committee of private citizens represent- 
ing all classes, can get tngethei anil 
strike out an agreement meaning peace 
for ii period of three years, we confess 
that the upshot is to us a most happy 
I augury for the industrial future of Brit- 
ish Columbia. It shows that ill spite of 
I the influence of a disintegrating school 
[of thought which aims at the overturn 
of society, the majority of men in (his 
province are still capable of realizing 
that production and general prosperity 
go hand in hand, and that the, inter- 
ests of those who control the fixed capi- 
tal, and of those who supply the indis- 
pensable labor, do not lie apart. It also 
gives us hope that counsels of modera- 
tion, reasonable concessions, and the 
recognition of mutual interest may af- 
ford a basis for the prompt settlement 
of future industrial disputes, without 
recourse to the somewhat doubtful ex ; 
peri ment of legislation designed to carry 
out that puroose.

The lecture last evening at the Vic- 
toria theatre by Father Haggerty on

arge audience. The speaker presented n.. called for active 
his subject in a most instructive man- , i„. I ll ' .iieir 
ner, illuminating his discourse with a 
variety of illustrations evidencing that 
he was a deep student of sociological 
subjects. Mr. .1. (J. VVntters, president 
of the local Socialist society, was in 
the chair, and .Mr. Fates, organizer of 
the U. ii. It. F. had a seat on the plat- i 
form. 

The Rev Father, in his Introductory 
remarks, referred to Grecian mytho- 
logy, where a certain innkeeper, Pro- 
crustes, obliged all his guests to adjust 
their limbs to the same length of couch 
— tho long limbed having a portion of 
their legs amputated ami the short one 
being reached to the proper length. 

There are modern Procrustes who re- 
iiuirc the same rigid •adjustments of 
truth to lit their false and strained con- 
ceptions of life. Tho only right frame 
of mind in which to approach any sub- 
ject is one of absolutely inteliectuul 
honesty. 

The old Southern planter could not 
afford to abuse his slavo, because men 
did not care to depreciate their own 
investments. When a negro fell sick 
ho was supplied with tho best medical 
assistance, but when the white boy fell 
sick, he was given a brew of herbs, be- 
cause he represented no investment. 
There was a worse slavery in these 
days. Out of the cheapening of human 
life, the mortgaging of children to the 
inexorable loom, precious souls were 
being blotted out of existence and wast- 
ed on account of the profit— making 
greed of capitalism. Innumerable lives 
are destroyed by labor-saving machin- 
ery. Financiers did not recognize inter- 
national boundaries when it came to the 
earning of dividends. These financiers 
could engage anywhere without being 
lienounced as foreigners, but anyone 
coining to advocate social reforms was 
at. once contemptibly referred to as a 
foreign agitator. Newspapers are tilled 
with advertisements of quacks who cull- 
ed attention to nostrums for restoring 
wasted vitality, but in spite of the ihipes 
who were hoodwinked by this charla- 
UOlsui, such methods were considered 
respectable. 

'flic lecturer then showed how depen- 
dent each human being was upon the 
combined labors of the race, by pic- 
turing the Uilticulties an individual 
would experience in first discovering the 
adaptability, of a hide to shoe leather, 
and then transporting the hide to a 
shoe factory from Victoria to Montreal

He went to Vancouver because 
tlio ugroemeut had been broken in re- 
gard lo the shipment of scab freight on 
Uic Princess May. lie had got a tele- 
gram about this. Tie did not intend to 
consult the executive at Vancouver 
about this. 

Mr. Bodwell— Did you hoar Kstes tell 
the men to go back and work on the 
Princess May? 

Witness said ho did not. He might 
have heard it on the street that Kstcs 
had ordered the Czar to go to Union 
for coal. Kstcs- had, though, nothing 
to do with the Princess May or Czar. 
Me had no office in the B, C. S. S. 
■ Mr. Bodwell— Now I'm coins lo m-ovo 
tin's, witness, so you had better look out 
what you arc doing? 

Continuing, the witness answered to 
the olTcct that ho had gone on to the 
wharf at Vancouver and down on the 
frincess Louise to look for such freight. 
He had pointed soino out to Kstcs on 
board the steamer. He took him and 
showed it to him. He had not looked 
for the scab freight for the purpose of 
reporting to the meeting. He had told 
IQstcs of the ngreement when he showed 
him the freight. He did not say any- 
thing of the 12 hours -lotice. 

Mr. Bodwell— Estes knew there was 
lo he a meeting in Victoria that night? 

Witness— I don't know that he did. 

Mr. Bodwell— Why did yon say on 
Friday tl'-M he did. Yon asked Estes to 
speak in Victoria? 

Witness— I don't know that I did. 

Witness said hi? asked Kstcs to conic 
to Victoria, that was all he knew.

couver, of the agreement, which was 
broken, and of their conference in this 
regard with Capt. Troup and C. P. It. 
olUcials. They had decided that their 
position was no longer tenable, as scab 
freight had been carried. The proposi- 
tion was put before the members. Wit- 
ness said be had pledged his word not 
to go on strike before 12 hours notice 
was given. A resolution was moved 
that they go out at once. This resolu- 
tion is on the minutes. He believed this 
resolution was passed before Estes 
snoke. 

Mr. Bodwell read from the Colonist 
report of tiie private meeting. Witness, 
in answer to questions regarding the re- 
port, said that Kstcs spoke at the meet- 
ing, witness and Thomson also spoke 
more than one'. The gist of what Est?* 
said was to advise them not lo go on 
strike if they could avoid it at all. Wit- 
ness would hnvo inferred from his re- 
marks he was against the strike. Mr. 
Bodwell continued to read from the 
Colonist report which stated that Kstcs
